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ANNUAL VILLAGE MEETING 
February 4, 1959 


Meeting called to order by Moderator Ralph A. Foote 
at 8:15 p. m., with 215 present. 


William Burrage moved that the reading of the entire 
Warning be dispensed with and each article read as it is 
placed before the voters. Motion carried. 


1. R. Mudge nominated Ralph A. Foote to serve as 
Moderator. The motion was put by the clerk and Ralph A. 
Foote was elected. 


Peter J. Hincks nominated Harry L. Cushman to 
serve as clerk and he was elected. 


2. William Burrage moved that the reports of the Vil- 
lage Officers as submitted by the Auditors be accepted 
and approved. Motion carried. 


3. Moved by John Burke that the Article to vote the 
sum of $29,544.00 to be raised by taxes for the purpose of 
paying expenses for the ensuing year and to pay out- 
standing orders or obligations of the Village with interest, 
the tax rate percent on the 1959 Grand List of the Village 
sufficient to raise the said sum of $29,544.00 as taxes to be 
determined by the Trustees, be adopted. Seconded and so 
voted. 


4. Moved by John Burke that the Article to vote the 
sum of $33,648.00 to be raised by taxes for the purpose of 
maintaining and repairing roads and walks in the Vil- 
lage, the tax rate percent of the 1959 Grand List of the 
Village sufficient to raise said sum of $33,648.00 as taxes 
to be determined by the trustees be adopted. Seconded 
and carried. 


5. Moved by Leighton Duffany that the Article to ap- 
propriate $100.00 to be used to extend the Christmas de- 
corations be adopted. Seconded and carried. 
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6. William Burrage spoke on this Article and said 
he drew the Article but did not like it as it tended to make 
‘‘spot’’ zoning and also to personalize zoning. He offered 
an amendment but after some discussion from the floor 
withdrew the amendment. He then offered an amendment 
so that the Article would read as follows: To amend Sub- 
section 5 of Section IV B, of the Municipal Zoning Ordin- 
ance of the Village of Middlebury: 


All that area on the easterly side of Court Street con- 
tained within the boundary limits of a parcel of land for- 
merly owned by Ralph and Henrietta Wilcox and now 
owned by the Farmers Production Credit Ass’n., of Bur- 
lington, Vermont, and now designated as 57 Court Street, 
said area to be used solely by Farmers Production Credit 
Ass’n., of Burlington, Vermont, as an office building for 
their own business, said area to revert and become a part 
of the Residential District when sold by the said Produc- 
tion Credit Ass’n., of Burlington, Vermont, or when the 
said Production Credit Ass’n., ceases to use it as an office 
building for its own business. The Amendment was second- 
ed and motion carried. 


The original Article as amended was then voted on 
and carried. 


Wynn Underwood then asked if before taking up the 
7th Article the meeting could skip to the 12th Article and 
as there was no objection he offered the following motion: 


Moved that the Trustees be instructed to make a study 
of the Zoning Laws of the Village of Middlebury and to 
hire such help as necessary, and report back with their 
recommendations for a new, Zoning Law at the next An- 
nual Village Meeting or sooner at their election. The mo- 
tion was seconded and carried. 


7. Moved by Richard Hubbard that this Article to 
vote to authorize the Water Commissioners to lay an 8- 
inch water main from a point approximately at the en- 
trance of Green Mountain Place into South Street, thence 
along South Street in a:southerly direction to the South-

ern boundary line of the Village of Middlebury, be adopt- 
ed. Seconded and so voted. 


8. Moved by Richard Hubbard that this Article to see 
if the voters will vote to authorize the Trustees and Water 
Commissioners of the Village to borrow a sum of money 
not to exceed $10,000.00, said sum to be used for the cost 
of laying the water main described in Article 7 above, be 
adopted. Seconded and so voted. 


9. Moved by Prof. Waldo Heinrichs that this Article 
to see if the voters will authorize the Water Commission- 
ers to lay an 8-inch water main from a point approximate- 
ly at the entrance of the northerly driveway to Chipman 
Park into South Street to the water main westerly of 
Storrs Avenue on the College Campus, be adopted. Sec- 
onded and so voted. 


10. Moved by Prof. Waldo Heinrichs that this Article 
to see if the voters of the Village will vote to authorize the 
Trustees and the Water Commissioners of the Village to 
borrow a sum of money not to exceed $10,000.00, said sum 
to be used for the cost of laying the water main describ- 
ed in Article 9 above, the interest on said sum unpaid and 
outstanding during a period of five years from the time 
said sum is borrowed to be paid by Middlebury College, 
be adopted. Seconded and so voted. 


11. Moved by Peter J. Hincks that Harry L. Cushman 
succeed himself as Treasurer. Seconded and carried. 

The following were nominated to serve three years 
as Trustees: David W. Smith, Damase Aube and Wynn 
Underwood. 


The vote was by ballot with the following result: 


David Smith 92 
Wynn Underwood 70 
Damase Aube 53 


David W. Smith and Wynn Underwood were elected 
to fill the two vacancies. 


Moved by Alfred Drewes, that Gilbert Shaw succeed 
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himself as Water Commissioner for a term of three 
years. Seconded and carried. 


Moved by William Slator that Robert Bowles and Rob- 
ert Duclos succeed themselves as Auditors. Seconded and 
carried. 


Moved by George Phinney that Elizabeth Fitzpatrick 
succeed herself as Tax Collector. Seconded and so voted. 


12. Meeting adjourned at 9:25 P. M.

SPECIAL VILLAGE MEETING 
April 1, 1959 


Due to the absence of the Moderator Ralph A. Foote, 
who was detained in Montpelier by official business, the 
meeting was called to order by Peter J. Hincks, Presi- 
dent of the Trustees. 


Mr. Hincks stated the reason for Mr. Foote’s absence 
and called for nominations for a temporary Moderator. 


William Burrage moved the nomination of Dr. H. I. 
Slocum which was seconded and so voted. 


Wayne Bosworth moved that instead of reading the 
whole Warning that each Article be read as it is taken 
up. Seconded and so voted. 


1. To see if the voters of the Village of Middlebury 
will vote to amend subsection ‘‘D’’ of Section V of the Mu- 
nicipal Zoning Ordinance of the Village of Middlebury, 
Vermont so that the subsection will read as follows: 

Da irailers: 
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No trailers used for living purposes shall be allowed 
within the territorial limits of the Village of Middlebury 
except in such areas as may be approved by the Board of 
Zoning Adjustment for temporary or emergency housing 
facilities. Subsection ‘‘D’’ of Section V shall not apply nor 
be applied to the following described areas, namely: An 
area bounded westerly by the easterly side of North Pleas- 
ant Street, southerly by the residential lot of George Peck, 
and easterly by the westerly side of High Street. 


William Burrage moved that the Article for Amend- 
ment not be adopted and that the Zoning Article as writ- 
ten stand. This was seconded. 


There was some discussion on the Article mostly by 
Bosworth and Peck for the article and Burrage against it. 
The vote was by ballot. Total cast 155. Yes 97 No 58 


2. To see if the voters will vote to amend Section IV, 
paragraph 8, subsection of the Municipal Zoning Ordin- 
ance of the Village of Middlebury so that the subsection 
shall read as follows: 


All that area 200 feet in depth on the westerly side of 
North Pleasant Street from Main Street and northerly to 
the northerly property line of land of W. J. Ferland or to a 
point on the west side of North Pleasant Street that is 106 
feet north of the north side line of Methodist Lane and a 
similar area 200 feet in depth on the easterly side of North 
Pleasant Street from the northerly side line of Court 
Square and northerly to the southerly side line of Semin- 
ary Street, except that the lands and premises of J. Wesley 
Murdock at 31 North Pleasant Street, lying and situate 
easterly of the 200 feet deep business district, and bound- 
ed as follows: On the North by Giovanina Emilo and Wil- 
liam Farrell, on the East by Middlebury Motors Inc., on 
the South by L. S. Walker, and on the West by J. Wesley 
Murdock, shall also be included in the Business District. 


Wayne C. Bosworth moved the adoption of Article No. 
2 which was seconded. 
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He then spoke at length on the Article saying this was 
now waste land and it would be better to have it convert- 
ed into something to bring more money in on taxes. Oth- 
ers thought it would spoil the locality to zone it as busi- 
ness. The vote was by ballot. Ballots cast 147. No 103 
Yes 44 


3. Under this Article William Upson moved that a 
Committee be appointed by the Trustees to study Middle- 
bury’s entire zoning structure and to bring it up to date 
and that it be done as soon as possible. Seconded and 
carried.

MUNICIPAL MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Trustees and Citizens of Middlebury Vil- 
lage: 


Submitted herewith is the Municipal Manager’s report 
for the year 1959. Generally speaking, the past year has 
been one of trying to maintain our present standard of 
services and provide improvements where necessary and 
desirable. Few physical improvements were started or 
completed during this period. 


VILLAGE STREETS 


An analysis of the enclosed financial report for the 
year 1959 will show that street expenditures for the year 
were higher than anticipated. Actually, the Village spent 
$6,091.00 over the appropriation for the maintenance of 
Village streets. There are several basic reasons why this 
over expenditure occurred: 


1. The unusually severe winter in the first part of 
1959 caused expenditures for street maintenance 


during the winter months — snow plowing, sand- 
ing, salting and clearing of snow in the business 
district — to be very high. A large accumulation 


of snow, the result of many small snow storms 
rather than several large ones, caused men and 
equipment to work continually at snow removal 
and control projects. It seems that most of the 
snow fall occurred on weekends necessitating 
much overtime work which caused the cost of 
these operations to run higher than normal. 


2. The cold weather which accompanied the hard 
winter and a rather lengthy period in the spring 
of repeated thawing and freezing — approximate- 
ly three to four weeks — caused a severe breakup 
of Village streets, requiring rather extensive 
maintenance and repair work on these streets. 


There were two rather small construction projects un- 
dertaken during the year. One was to extend the paved 
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portion of Springside Road on Chipman Heights. Approxi- 
mately 700 feet of the gravel road extending from Spring- 
side Road was paved. Ditches were improved, additional 
gravel added where necessary and an asphalt surface ap- 
plied to this section of road. A second asphalt coat and re- 
pair of the ditches complete the project. The second item 
of construction was the bituminous hot mix paving of the 
underpass. This undertaking has been in the minds of 
many people for several years and it appears that the 
short portion paved will prove to be a benefit to the Vil- 
lage of Middlebury for a good many years to come. 


Retreatment with peastone and asphalt was given to 
the following Village streets:

SIDEWALKS 


The Village continued its program of improving and 
renovating existing bad sidewalks. During the fall appro- 
ximately 453 square yards of sidewalks in the business 
area were repaved with bituminous hot mix. After two 
years of this type of improvement sidewalks in the busi- 
ness section have been vastly improved and are much eas- 
ier for pedestrians to negotiate. 


In 1959 for the first time a program was_ initiated 
Where-in the Village allocated a portion of its sidewalk 
funds to be matched with those provided by private prop- 
erty owners for the improvement of sidewalks in residen- 
tial areas. Under this procedure the Village shared with 
the private property owner, on a fifty-fifty basis, the cost 
of resurfacing residential sidewalks with bituminous hot 
mix. Approximately 509 square yards of sidewalk in resi- 
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dential areas were resurfaced. It is intended to continue 
this plan during 1960 upon the request of private property 
owners who are interested in having sidewalks adjacent 
to their homes resurfaced. 


SEWERS 


Operation and maintenance of an adequate sewer 
system is one of the most serious problems confronting 
the Village of Middlebury today. Over the years the Vil- 
lage has devoted the least possible amount of time and 
money to the maintenance of its sewer system. The re- 
sult is that in many locations, conditions exist which are 
detrimental both to the Village and individual property 
owners. Several situations exist in the Village where the 
sewers have disintegrated to a point that if improvement 
is not undertaken within the near future a serious health 
hazard will develop. Particularly in several places where 
sewer mains are not emptying properly into Otter Creek. 
Sewage is being discharged on the open ground to find a 
way to the Creek as best it can. During the summer 
months raw sewage is open and exposed to all who wan- 
der near it. The objectionable aspects of this situation 
Should be obvious to all. 


In considering the discharge of raw sewage into Otter 
Creek thoughts immediately turn to sewage treatment 
facilities for the Village of Middlebury. The Federal Gov- 
ernment and the State of Vermont have taken an ever in- 
creasing interest in this problem on the local level. In all 
probability during 1960 the State will complete its classi- 
fication of Otter Creek. At that time more will be known 
about State plans tor requiring sewage treatment in this 
area. 


During 1958 the Village retained the engineering firm 
of Barker and Wheeler of Albany, New York to conduct a 
preliminary survey of our sewer system and to make rec- 
ommendations toward the eventual construction of sew- 
age treatment facilities. Their report was submitted in 
February 1959. In that report a plan was presented show- 
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ing the need for the Village to construct a sewage treat- 
ment plant and several intercepter sewers with pumping 
stations. The first and most important phase of this pro- 
ject is estimated to cost $540,000.00. Under present con- 
ditions the State and the Federal Government will pay ap- 
proximately 50 percent of this cost. The remaining must 
be financed by the Village. It is obvious from the above 
figures that such a project would place a heavy financial 
burden on the Village of Middlebury. It is imperative, 
therefore, that planning to meet this burden should con- 
tinue so that when the time comes the strain of undertak- 
ing such a construction program will be eased to the ex- 
tent possible. 


Construction of facilities involving a cost of around 
$500,000.00 is quite a serious undertaking for a communi- 
ty the size of Middlebury. It is contemplated that the only 
equitable means of raising the necessary revenue to pay 
off the indebtedness created by such a project and operate 
the facilities would be to place our sewer system on a rev- 
enue producing basis similar to the Water Department. 
There are several basic reasons for taking this approach. 
First, by placing the sewer system on a utility basis and 
charging sewer rentals the facilities would be paid for by 
the persons using the service. The second important rea- 
son for this type of financing is that properties and insti- 
tutions that are tax exempt, but heavy users of the serv- 
ice, would be contributing toward the cost of that service 
— a situation that would not exist if the project were to 
be financed from tax revenues. 


Eiven though it may be from two to five years before 
sewage treatment facilities are constructed it is wise for 
the Village at this time to begin improving existing facili- 
ties in anticipation of this project. As much of the work 
as we can do at this time will be that much less that has 
to be paid for at a later date. With this thought in mind 
the Trustees have placed article 7 in the Village Warning 
for the 1960 meeting. This item requests authority to place 
the sewer system on a revenue producing or rental basis. 
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National experience has shown that the only equit- 
able way to charge for sewer service is to base any 
such charge on a percentage of water rates. This is based 
on the assumption that at least 90 to 95 percent of all wa- 
ter consumed eventually goes into the sewers. On this 
premise the Warning has been drawn to request that the 
sewer charge be 8 percent of the water bill of properties 
connected to the sewer system. A home or business not 
connected to the sewer would not be billed for sewer serv- 
ice. Such a charge would provide a revenue of approxi- 
mately $2,500.00 a year which can be devoted to the main- 
tenance and improvement of the Village sewer system. 
This is not a large amount of money when related to the 
overall needs of Middlebury’s sewers, but it will enable 
the Village to undertake a gradual program of correcting 
many of the faults now existing. 


A charge of 8 percent on the typical home water bill 
of $14.38 will mean that the average home owner will pay 
approximately $2.30 a year as a sewer service charge. At 
such time as a sewage treatment plant may be construct- 
ed this percentage necessarily will have to be increased 
to cover the rather large debt service and operational 
costs of such a system. There is no need for such a heavy 
charge to be levied at the present. 


Currently the most serious problem confronting the 
Village in terms of providing sewer service is the situa- 
tion in the Adirondack View area of College Street where- 
in sewer service is not now available. In order to correct 
a nuisance and public health hazard it is most imperative 
that some type of sewer system be installed in this area. 
The most logical approach to the problem is to construct 
sewer mains and a pumping station where-in sewage 
from the homes is collected at the bottom of the hill and 
pumped to the top where-in it would be placed in existing 
Village sewer system. It is estimated that such an under- 
taking would cost approximately $40,000.00. A project 
which would be extremely difficult for the Village and/or 
the property owners to finance. At present plans are being 
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developed to solve this thorny problem. Later a special 
Village Meeting probably will be called to request approv- 
al of any solution arrived at. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Eilsewhere in this report is a report from the Chief of 
Police outlining the activities of the Village Police Depart- 
ment during the past year. Generally speaking the opera- 
tion of the Police Cruiser and the installation of the radio 
communication system has improved the operations of 
the Police Department to the point where Middlebury can 
be proud of its police service. 


In September the Village contracted with the Acme 
Answering Service to handle all police and fire communi- 
cations during the hours the Municipal Manager’s office 
is closed. This system provides assurance that at any 
hour of the day the police phone will be answered and a 
message communicated to a police officer within a short 
period of time. This guarantee did not exist in the past. 
The contract with the Acme Answering Service has prov- 
en to be very beneficial. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


As set forth in the report of the Fire Chief, Harold 
Caul, the Middlebury Fire Department had a good year 
in that there were no major fires in the area. The report 
of the Fire Chief outlines the factual manner of the acti- 
vities of the Fire Department during 1959. Completion of 
the installation of the radio communication system has 
been a great asset to the Fire Department and has pro- 
vided a more efficient Village fire fighting unit. 


PROPOSED BUDGET 1960 


The budget proposed for the year 1960 is perhaps one 
of the most realistic budgets ever submitted to the voters 
of Middlebury Village. All concerned with Village affairs 
have given much serious thought to the financial position 
of the Village of Middlebury. Such an’ analysis leads to an 
inevitable conclusion that if the Village is to preserve and 
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maintain its present level of services and, at the same 
time, make a serious effort to reduce indebtedness, suffi- 
cient moneys must be appropriated to meet all expenses. 


The proposed budget for the year 1960 represents a 
request for an increase in Village expenditures of $12,- 
032.00 over the amount appropriated in 1959. There are 
several rather important reasons why it was felt neces- 
sary to request such an increase in the annual appro- 
priation.

Over the past years it has been the custom to re- 
quest rather low appropriations to finance the 
maintenance and improvement of Village streets. 
This was done with the thought in mind that per- 
haps savings could be accomplished and surpluses 
that possibly would occur could be devoted to the 
retirement of the Village debt. These surpluses 
never materialized. In most years a deficit occur- 
red in the Village street expenditures. Village 
general appropriations usually were fairly realis- 
tic and a slight surplus would offset a portion of 
the Village road deficits. Below is a listing of Vil- 
lage appropriations, expenditures, and revenues 
over the last six years which clearly illustrate the 
point being made.

For the past several years the Middlebury area 
has experienced rather severe winters with very 
low temperatures and large accumulations of 
snow. This situation made expenditure planning 
very difficult with the result that what planning 
was done usually was ineffective. The year 1958 
has been the only year during the past four or 
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five years that a surplus was accumulated, the 
other years operated at a small deficit. 


3. The quality and quanity of services provided by 
the Village has undergone a slow and steady in- 
crease over the past few years. Coupled with this 
increase in services the cost of providing old and 
new services has risen steadily. 


In going over the financial structure of the Village 
the Trustees analyzed expenditures over the past three to 
five years and attempted to strike a reasonable average 
recommended appropriation for each item listed in the 
budget. You will note that most of the proposed expendi- 
ture increases are for Village Streets. Eleven thousand 
dollars of the $12,000.00 increase over 1958 expenditures is 
planned for Village streets. One thousand dollars of the 
request is for public safety and interest payment require- 
ments. As stated before there are two reasons for estab- 
lising the 1960 budget along the lines proposed. One, the 
figures suggested provide a realistic estimate of what will 
be spent after studying what has been spent over the past 
three to five years. If this budget is adopted and adhered 
to, for the first time in many years Middlebury Village 
will have a reasonable opportunity to live within a pro- 
posed budget. The second and most important reason for 
the requested increase in appropriations is that the Vil- 
lage must: begin to plan an orderly amortization of its 
debt. We no longer can continue to live on borrowed mon- 
ey. Except for a few relatively rare instances, reduction 
of the Village debt has been a fairly loose proposition. Any 
surplus accumulated at the end of a fiscal year was ap- 
plied to the debt. As stated before it was all too rare when 
any such survlus would accrue. 


Most individuals are interested in what or how large 
a tax rate will be necessary to raise the amount of money 
requested. If funds requested in the proposed 1960 budget 
are appropriated a Village tax rate of $3.10 (Village gen- 
eral, $123 - Village road, $1.87) will be needed. This rate 
would be a $ .41 increase over the 1959 tax. Percentagewise, 
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this represents a 15% increase in the tax rate. It is realiz- 
ed by all concerned that this is a very high tax rate and 
in many cases will present a rather serious financial bur- 
den to the property owner. On the other hand it is, also, 
felt that this is the time for the Village to start facing 
reality and appropriate sufficient money to enable the 
Village to continue its program of services and at the same 
time meet its financial obligations. If this is not done a 
serious financial crisis may be upon the Village. 


There is only one alternative to not adopting such a 
tax rate - cutting appropriations with a resulting cut in 
services provided. Services and the cost thereof in sever- 
al areas of Village operations can be cut. It is believed, 
however, that the citizens and tax payers of the Village of 
Middlebury do not wish to have existing services curtailed. 
Only the voters of the Village can accept or reject this as- 
sumption. This budget should be considered in all serious- 
ness and with extreme thought for it can be an important 
step in the financial affairs of the Village. 


In closing I wish to express my appreciation and thanks 
to the Board of Trustees, employees and staff for the help 
and cooperation they have provided during this past year.

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MIDDLEBURY FIRE DEPARTMENT ~— 
ANNUAL REPORT — DECEMBER 31, 1959 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Middlebury 
Fire Department for the period ending Dec. 31, 1959. 

The Department was called out 52 times during the 
year. These were divided as follows: 2 Box Alarms — 6 
prearranged (grass burning) — 28 ‘“‘Silent” — 16 ‘‘Audio.”’ 
Two of the calls were for Mutual Aid, one to East Middle- 
bury (Goodro Lumber Co.) and one to Cornwall (Knight’s 
Nursing Home.) 


We were very fortunate that we had no bad fires in 
the Village and thus needed no outside help. The fire at 
Marshall’s Tractor Co., of a small storage shed, was the 
largest fire we had in the Village and a $100 damage would 
cover that. We had two or three fires of no structural dam- 
age but the smoke damage probably ran over a $100 on 
each.

The Department has purchased a 1955 Chevrolet Carry- 
all and the men are at present busy equipping it. It 
will be used for carrying personnel to out of Town fires 
during cold weather and will also carry emergency equip- 
ment. Through the generosity of Walter Peck Jr. and 
Parker Preble the vehicle has been put in A-1 condition 
including a new paint job. This vehicle will be a benefit 
to the Village as it will relieve one of the larger trucks 
from a number of small calls. 


During Fire Prevention Week in October, all Village 
Schools were visited and Fire Drills were conducted. 
Time and orderliness of evacuation was noted. All schools 
did very well. 


The Addison County Firefighter’s Assoc. held three 


Fire Schools the past year and the Dept. participated in 
all three. 


We have received one of the two Scot-Air-Paks which 
we needed. The other one is to be bought after the first 
of the year. Five hundred feet of new hose has also been 
purchased during the year. 


During the year, the radio equipment was installed 
and has been of considerable help to us. We are in hopes 
of being able, in the future, of installing a radio in our 
Chevy Squad Car as it will be used for emergency calls. 


No word has been received of any action on the addi- 
tion to the Fire Station, a new roof for the Fire Station or 
a aerial ladder. All these items have been in this report 
for the past two or three years. 
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The Village owes a vote of thanks to the Middlebury 
Inn, Middlebury College and their employees for their 
cooperation in operating the Red Network for the past 
years. The Acme Answering Service has made it possi- 
ble to relieve these two places of that responsibility. We 
also extend our thanks to the remaining operators of the 
Red Network phone. 


We extend our thanks to all who have helped us in 
anyway to make 1959 a good year for us. I wish to ex- 
tend my personal thanks to Asst. Chief Don Keeler and 
all members of the Department.

MUNICIPAL MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners and Citizens of 
Middlebury Village: 


The year 1959 has been a very profitable year for the 
Water Department. Along with routine maintenance and 
improvement of the water system several construction 
projects were undertaken and completed which greatly 
improved the water distribution system and provided bet- 
ter fire protection for the residents of the area. 


During the past few years three projects have been 
planned and discussed which are designed to increase wa- 
ter pressure at various points in the Village and provide 
better fire protection. These projects are: The installation 
of a larger main across Otter Creek at the pulp mill bridge 
site replacing the existing two inch line. An eight inch 
connecting line from Green Mountain Place to the ten 
inch main on the college campus so as to improve the flow 
to South Main Street and the Storrs Avenue area. Im- 
provement in fire protection at Porter Hospital by ex- 
tending an eight inch main from Green Mountain Place 
to the hospital replacing a four inch line. 


At the 1959 Village meeting the voters authorized the 
Water Department to proceed with the construction of a 
water main connecting Green Mountain Place and across 
Storrs Avenue to the college campus and the installation 
of an eight inch main from Green Mountain Place to the 
hospital. During July and August of last year, working in 
cooperation with the Porter Hospital sewer construction, 
the Water Department laid the eight inch main south 
along the east side of South Street for several hundred 
feet, across South Street at approximately the KDR House 
and continued the main on the west side of the road along 
the road to a point across from the hospital. At that point 
the Porter Hospital extended the main to the hospital. 
The portion of the main lying within the Village limits 
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from Green Mountain Place to the Village line was fin- 
anced by the Water Department. The total cost of this 
part of the project came to $12,723.00. There are still a 
few repairs and loose ends to be completed in the spring. 


As per an agreement with Porter Hospital, Middle- 
bury College, and the appropriate vote at the 1959 Town 
meeting the cost of the line extending from the Village 
line to Porter Hospital was shared equally by Porter Hos- 
pital, Middlebury College and the Town of Middlebury. 
The total cost of this phase of the construction project 
came to $6,220.00. Porter Hospital and the Town of Middle- 
bury have reimbursed the Middlebury Water Department 
for their one-third share of the cost. Middlebury College 
will repay the Water Department after the completion of 
the Storrs Avenue connection. 


Originally it was intended that the Storrs Avenue 
connection also would be constructed during the summer 
of 1959. Because of a heavy work load and accompanying 
bad weather the Storrs Avenue connection never was un- 
dertaken during the year. 


When supplies were purchased for the South Street 
line, the materials for the Storrs Avenue connection also 
were bought, thus permitting the Water Department to 
take advantage of quanity prices and discounts. These 
items have been stockpiled for the Storrs Avenue con- 
nection. It is planned, therefore, that as soon as favorable 
weather arrives in the spring or early summer that the 
Water Department will undertake construction of the 
Storrs Avenue - Green Mountain Place connection. 


In the original planning stage it was contemplated 
that the installation of the larger main across Otter 
Creek at the Pulp Mill Bridge site would be the first of 
the three projects to be undertaken. Time and circum- 
stances, however, prevailed and the priorities were 
changed. Crossing Otter Creek with a six or eight inch 
line to replace the present two inch line is now in the de- 
tailed planning stage. No decision has been made as of 
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this time but it is contemplated that perhaps this project 
will be undertaken during the summer of 1960. The pur- 
pose of this undertaking is to provide a larger capacity 
water loop for the northwestern portion of the Village. In 
other words an eight inch main across Otter Creek will 
provide more water along with better pressure for the 
residents of Seymour and Weybridge Streets. In terms of 
over all water service and adequate pressure for fire pro- 
tection this is probably the most important project to be 
undertaken by the Water Department. 


In order to insure effective and efficient management 
of the water system in the years to come, an engineer has 
been hired on a part time basis to survey and map the 
Middlebury Village water system. Upon completion of this 
work the Water Department will have for the first time a 
complete lay-out of all water facilities in the Village of 
Middlebury. Much of this information at the present is in 
a disorganized condition or exists only in the memories of 
two or three people. The engineer has completed approx- 
imately 40 percent of this project. Much of the field work 
has been done and in the winter months he will be placing 
his information on paper. 


In the way of maintenance and improvement the Wa- 
ter Department crew installed water services in 16 new 
homes, replaced old with new services in 20 homes, re- 
paired leaks in 16 services, repaired 15 meter leaks, 
changed 7 meters, installed 5 new meters, repaired 19 
leaks in water mains, repaired and changed 1 fire hydrant 
and replaced 5 old hydrants with new hydrants. 


As usual the Bristol Notch area was drained and 
cleaned twice during the year. Periodically the Notch line 
from Bristol to the reservoir was checked for leaks and 
repaired where necessary. 


It should be noted that item 8 of the Village Warning 
is an item requesting authorization for the Water Com- 
missioners.to purchase a piece of land in the Bristol Notch 
area. This region contains the water shed and is the pri- 


45 


mary source of water for the citizens of Middlebury. The 
land under consideration is a three quarter of an acre 
camp site across the road from the Bristol Notch reser- 
voir. This property is up for sale and the Commissioners 
have agreed to purchase it for $900 pending approval of 
the voters. 


It is important that this land be acquired by the Wa- 
ter Department so as to provide protection to the reservoir 
adjacent to it. The possibility of the wrong type of tenant 
acquiring this property to the detriment of Middlebury’s 
source of water is very strong. It is recommended, there- 
fore, that the voters approve this item in the Warning so 
as to continue reasonable assurance that the source of wa- 
ter for the Village will not be damaged. As the situation 
now stands this three quarter acre parcel of land is a 
nitch surrounded by Water Department property. The 
acquisition of this site will complete the Water Depart- 
ment’s ownership of the water shed area from which Mid- 
dlebury draws its water. The sole justification of the pur- 
chase is protection of our water supply. $900 is a reason- 
able price for such protection. 


In closing I wish to express my thanks to the Water 
Commissioners, citizens of Middlebury and the Water De- 
partment employees for enabling the year 1959 to be a 
successful one for the Middlebury Water Department.
